Compulsory Education 

^•It may not bo amiss to remiud tlioso 
vliom it ooneerns tbat our eouimon 
school system now oontains the hiteiit 
principle of compulsory education. The 
ameiuletl net of hiKtaesaion provides (Infer 
alia) as follows:—

' ■ The word "shall," in the first line, was 
Bubstitntod for "may," in the course of 
the bill through tho House; and wo must 
nay that tho original word would have 
better harmonized with the context ami 
with Bomo of tho duties cremated . W'lictlior 
"may" would have been as efToctivo as 
"shall" is another thing. As the matter 
now stands, it is not optional with the 
Trustees of tho various School Districts 
whether they shall enforce tlie prin- 
ciple or let it lie dormant. They have no 
no choice. Compulsory attendance, with- 
in certain limitations, must be enforced 
in every District. And it must be ad- 
mitted that there did seem to be some ne- 
cessity for the application of the princi- 
ple. A glance as the Superintendent's 
report will show that schools, at best 
small, wero not half attended, — tliat tho 

ij« attendance was, in many instances. toD 
small to justify the o.xponditui'o. It seems 
no more than reasonable that, where all 
are taxed alike for the purposes of educa- 
tion, all have a right to expect that, 
within reasonable limits, parents will 
be required to send their children 
to school. The system i? based ujiwii 
"the doctrine that it is the duty and 
the interest of tho state to educate tho 
young, and every member of tho state 
seems under it to acquire a sort of natur- 
al right to reipiire the attendance of chil- 
dren. Tho act seems to prescribe those 
limits within which it might bo consider- 
ed not uureasonahlo to insist upon atten- 
dance at the common schools; and tho 
Trustees in the difleront School Districts 
will readily recognise their new duties, 
and will doubtless be prepared to dis- 
charge these duties; for it seems perfectly 
clear that.in several instances, it isachoico 
between a morier goneral attendance or no 
Bchool. 



Two Colimms of Misrepre- 
sentation. 

Painfully exerciMod over recent exposure 
[■J[^jT[^^^ma8ter8, and evidently smarting un- 
der merited cliastisement for its own in- 
discretions, the local organ devotes a 
loading article iiud tliroo subordinate 
ones to misreproHciitation of facts and 
Bcurrilous porsonalitios. We shall en- 
deavor to reply in half a column. First 
of all, our contemporary should h.avu 
known that Billingsgate is a poor substi- 
tute for argument, and that such a dis- 
play of temper indicates consciousness of 
a bad cause. In dealing with tho (iov 
ernmont it has been our aim to jilaco facts 
before the public, leaving them to draw 
their own conclusions. On tho other 
hand, the organ has most shamelessly 
mppressed facts, substituting falsehoods 
of its own coinage. Its explanation of tho 
BuppreHsion of tho report of the indigna- 
tion mooting at Xanaimo needs to ho cor- 
roborated by evidence. Without that no- 
.. body will linlievo it. If Nanaimo is not 
to be punished for tho opposition of it', 
member, it will simply bo because the 
Government dare not jilay out the little 
game they undoubtedly had put tip; and 
we regard tliat as highly probable. Only 
T one contract had been let in tho Nanaimo 
District, and only 8115 was required for 
it; therefore the remaining 81)5-1.5, instead 
of $1500, should have been submitted to 
the popular vote. The public meeting 
unanimoQsly condemned the Govern- 
ment, — not tho Monagor of the Coal Com- 
pany. Tlia assertion, "Never wasitho 
country more fully and efliciciitly ])ro- 
tected than it is at this moment," is flatly 
contradicted hy puljlic opinion and \\w 
sterner logic of fiiots from h'uca Strait to 
. Cape Mudgo, and from the Gulf of Geor- 
t i.' i gfift to tlia foot-hills of the Booky Moun- 
tains. By whom has Cache Creek been 
pronounced the best site for tho boarding' 
8(^hool? Tlui Sui)erintondent, who ought 
to know, and tholioard of lvlucation,\vho 
ouglit to have some say in tho matter, 
have douidtid that it is not. This jourmil 
has advocated and still advocates rc- 
troiichinent; but it never did and never 
will advf-cato or defend the expensive 
fraud that has boon perpetrated by tho 
present Governmont in tlx; name of i-o- 
^.^ trenohment. Wo distinctly deny tli.at 
beneficial rotrencluncnt to tho extent of a 
single stiver has been attained; and next 
session will prove itso. Itis to be doubted 
whether the ,\.ttoruoy-Goneral asserts that 
Mr. Sullivan's jurisdiction is as oxtonsivo 
OS tho organ would have it. |Hut ov'-n if 
he did, that wouldn't inako it so. '.I'hi:

EniTou BiuTt.sii CoLoxisT. — Thedisons- 
fiion evoked by tbo recent action of tho 
.Municipal Council relating to the election 
of Water Gonuuissionor and Mayor, will, 
it is to be hoped, arousoour citizens from 
their seaming iiidifTorenco as to the work- 
ing of Municipal Institutions. A brief 
review of tho [iroceedings of the coun- 
cil, bearing ou tlm subject, will show at 
ou..'i> what lias fustered this feeling. Tin? 
Council at ono of its meetings, a short 
time ago, coinmonced to discuss the 
amount of salary to be paid to tho Water 
Commissioner, On that occasion it ap- 
peared that there was a tie vote as to the 
amount, throe of tho Councillors being in 
favor of 81,800 ]ior nnuum. and three of 
them being in fav(jr of SI, 500. At this 
crisis tho shrinking modesty of Mr. Kob- 
inson's disposition stood out as an exam- 
ple for his ('ollcagues to imitate on any 
future occasion. !;\Ir R. in the innocence 
of his intentions respecting the appropri- 
ation of this stipend, aud with a well de- 
flued idea that it was better to pay a good 
man a largo salary, suggested that it ivas 
barely suliioiont. and coiinsellod n furthor 
increase; but not being jiroperly support- 
ed, gave his casting vote in favor of tho 
larger sum. Then oamothe election, when 
to the astonishment of everybody outside 
of Mr. Robinson's confreres, tlie Mayor 
was elected Water Commissioner, in pre- 
feronc(> to many other candidates equally 
competent. He had carefully kejit his 
ai)plicatioii back to tho eleventh hour, 
evidently fearful lost tho public whohad 
entrusted him to look after their interests 
at the Council Board, might object to 
such a course. Tenacious of office, ha 
did not even think tit to resign his posi- 
tion as mayor, until bo was sure of the 
other jiositiou, with theomoliiiuentattacli- 
eil; and his neglecting to resign placed 
the Council in a very awkward dilemma; 
for when t he vote was taken, it resulted 
in a ti'' iie;-,vc(Mi the .Mayoraiid Mr. (iood.

San DiKoo, April 11.— I linvo just in- 
terviewed Paulo Aguero, a ( i.izon of Ha- 
vana, who was ill the seaport of San Sal 
vador, La Libcrtad. at the time of tli« 
groat sliock. Mr, Aguero says that the 
tirst shocks wero felt on the .'kl of Jfaroh. 
Several of tho houses then cracked and 
tho inhabitants heeamo fearful lest other 
shocks should followand oomplotoly des- 
troy their habitations. Touts v, oi e jiropared 
and many took to them, abandoning their 
houBea. Severe shocks oontinued to be 
felt nt intervals nntil two o'clock on the 
morning of the 19th, when the

Took place. Seven distinct, movements 
of the earth from east to west wero felt. 
Tho iubabitants abandoned the houses as 
soon ns tholirst shock took place, and did 
HO just in time, as the shoi^ks which fol- 
lowed throw tho hou.ses down en masse. 
Not a house was left standing, except the 
theatre, a building recently constructed 
of brick and stone, and about ono half 
of the Clovrnmont building, built of wood.

In a drug store, and spread over our 
quarter of the city, burning iijj cvary- 
thing conibustible, 't'bc liro was ('.ictiii- 
guishod at 5 o'clock iu the morLing. 
About 100 perssns are suppo-icd to have 
lost their lives. The bodies of about fifty 
persons were found soon after the houses 
were thrown down. Fifty persons were 
BufToeatod hy tho dust arising from the 
crumbling adubi.', of wliii-li tbo hou.ses 
wore coiistruc;ted. Thirtv-si.\ jirisoners 
coiifiuod in the jail wero killed instantly 
i)y the falling of tho jail, no timo buing 
allowed to liberate them. Tho stores in 
San Salvador were filled with cofifeo and 
indigo, the croj) of each having just been 
harvested. ThiMn.ajority of hot li will Ii.t 
a total loss, as it is beneath tho rniiis. 
In the Phiiia del Anna, the ground open- 
ed, tho crevices oxteiuliiig completely 
across it uud uiiiitinuuig v-ovoral blocks. 

Sulplnu'ons gawos and .smoke ■wore om- 
itted from tlio oraoks, aud continued to 
rise until'tlie timo of Mr. .\gueros' do- 
parturi" on the "JOth. All the safi.vs and 
valuables were excavated irom tbo ruins 
and piled up in the I'la;'.;i, where a guard 
was placed ovr y tliem. 

The iiowly-coiisu'uotcd railroad from 
San Salvador to La Lihertad, a distance 
of thirty miles, has been completely des- 
troyed.

Men, women and children woro ahiioBl 
destitute of clothing; scores of men wore 

crazed by llio event. Ono of the wealth- 
iest merchants of San Salvador, with his 
fumilv, sought n fugo in Smita 'I'ogea, 
whoro most of tho inlialiitaiits li,'i\'o gone, 
almost undo, having lost erytbing cc- 
copting hiu night dress. The disaster has 
made liiin insane. Hiiudfud.s are iahis 
condition. As soon as ihb news reached 
La, Libnrtad, Pre.sidont Gonzalez imnie- 
diately despatched supplies, as all tho 
provi.'uons and ilothing wereburiodundor 
the ruins. 

This is the .seventh time that San Salva- 
dor has been di'stroycd by (jarthquakes, 
but tho city will bo rebuilt at once ou the 
old site, although such is the crater of a 
volcano. Tho houses will he obtained from 
San Praiu'isco. No injnry was done to 
tho buildings in La Libertad, nor in any 
of tho cities of Central America, so far as 
heard from, although the sbooks were 
felt throughout tho Bepuhlioa, At tho 
time of Mr. .-Xgucro's departure the oou- 
viilsion'.j still coiitinuod, but they were 
comparatively light.
